1 A structure for erecting a screen about an 

area to be shielded comprising / 

canisters having a plurality of 
telescoping members , 

means for supporting said canisters in a 
generally vertical position, X 

said members in a first po^^f'ion being at 
least partially retracted into its associated canister 



and in a second position extended at/ieast partially 
beyond the canisters, 

a screen roll containing a screen, 
said screen ir/a first position being 
retracted at least partial 2^ into said screen roll and in

a second position extends out from said screen roll, and 

means for supporting said screen in its 
second position between one or more of said members of 
said canisters in their second position.
